along this line are ia order, geadgna rtera will appreciate appropriate 
recommendations . We should like t o sug gest, h o w e ver, that in deter- 
mining the t rust worthiness of the AXTIXgXl members it is possible to 
entertain hue much concern about their human frailties. It seems to 
us that in AXVXBBXL activity we cam afford a great dual mere tolerance 
of such frailties than we could possibly afford in persons engaged in 
truly clandestine operations. With the elimination of the BSMKXX 
function, it would appear that the clandestine aspects of JJgFlBBXL 
activity art few and relatively minor and that even a compromise of 
them would dimi nish very little the impact of a sound propaganda 
program by the AKTIBSIL organisation . In this sense, it seem* to 
us that the personality reviews of tho dispatch of reforests neglect 
the most important criterion of the suitability of each individual , 
namely, his p erformance of the tasks assigned him in the €& mechanism 
which AWTIB0I1*/! is.
